ative tarantulas are under threat, mainly from pet shops selling them as 
‘bird-eating spiders’. While some Australian tarantulas are found in trees 


and could eat nesting birds, most of the ones sold in pet shops are 
likely to have lived in burrows and eaten 
insects and the occasional frog or lizard. 
Dr Robert Raven, a spider expert at - 
the Queensland museum, Is 
concerned that some pet 
shops are selling rare 
tarantulas that haven't even 
been named and are new to 
science. And with about 10,000 
tarantulas being sold each year, 
he’s worried some 
species may become 
extinct. The tarantula 
shown here, otherwise known as the 
whistling spider, makes a whistling or 
hissing noise and grows to 20cm across 
- aaagh! Its bite wont kill you but it will be painful.

prey 
they're not scared of 
humans 
i they're BIG! They can 
grow up to 3m long and 
weigh 100kg. They're the 
largest lizards in the world 
they can smell rotting 
flesh from miles off. 


Of course if you're bitten, 
you might not be killed by 
infections caused by the 
bacteria. You could be 
killed by other means. 
A Komodo’s first bite, 
(which will usually be on 
the leg, it being a short 
creature], might actually 
bring you down. Here’s 
what could happen then: 
it could rip into you 
with its teeth, which 
are up to 17mm 
long and 
serrated 
like a 
carving 
knife 


® it could tear you with its 
claws, which are driven by 
powerful leg muscles 

M@ it could rip off and 
swallow large chunks of 
meat - it’s able to open its 
jaws unuSually wide 

® it could eat all of you in 
one hit. Very, very quickly. 


An adult Komodo can eat a 
staggering 80 per cent of 
its body weight in a single 
meal. An adult male 
weighs up to 100kg. That 
means it could eat an 80kg 
person in one sitting. And 
they eat fast. A small 
female of only 50kg was 


recorded eating a 17kg 
boar in 17 minutes. 


Terry Boylan is a Senior 
Herpetofauna keeper at 
Taronga Zoo in Sydney. He 
looks after a male 
Komodo, named Tuka, 


from the island off Flores. 

Terry has visited Komodo 

and seen plenty of 

dragons. Here’s what Terry 

says about them: 

™ “Komodos are so sure of 

themselves they'll just 
stand their ground 

@ If you go 


close to them they'll arch 
their backs and walk stiffly 
on their legs. It’s quite 
frightening to see 

@ If you don’t move away, 
the next thing they'll do is 
give a short charge and if 
you're still in the way, 
they'll fight.

DMAG: Why did you go on this 
expedition? 

| went because | have 
a passion for and interest in 
ice-adventuring. | didn't have 
much experience in travelling 
on pack ice (frozen sea) and a 
walk across the frozen Arctic 
Ocean to the North Pole 
seemed like a good way of 
learning about it. 
DMAG: What was the 
highlight? 


>: The highlight was the 

first couple of weeks of the 
expedition, when the very low 
sun (almost like a permanent 
sunset) washed the ice with 
beautiful colours and shadows. 
DMAG: How did you feel when 
you saw a polar bear? 

=fRIC: Jon and | were both 
very frightened at first because 
polar bears are the largest 
land-living carnivore on the 
planet. That means, BIG, MEAT 
EATING and HUNGRY. Once we 
settled down and prepared 
ourselves with things to scare it 
away we relaxed and watched 
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it with a great deal of nervous 
interest. It came very close but 
we managed to frighten it. It 
was an amazing experience, 
both scary and enriching. 
DMAG: What other wildlife did 
you see? 

RIC: We saw about six seals 
during the trip, usually only 
their heads poking through a 
crack in the ice, and some 
birds.

how far we have drifted 
overnight, as we are on frozen 
ocean and the ice surface gets 
pushed around by the wind 
and currents. Eat a breakfast of 
porridge with olive oil and 
butter then get dressed, crawl 
out of the tent into the Arctic 
ice landscape, pack up camp 
and put everything into our 


sleds/kayaks. Let’s say it's Day 
45. We clip into the harness, 
check our compass for 
direction, then start pulling our 
sleds across the ice towards 
the North Pole for four hours, 
without a rest, eating pig fat 
which we keep in our pockets. 


WHERE DID THEY GO? 


Eric Philips and Jon Muir 
trekked almost 1000km to 
reach the Geographic 
North Pole. The thick ice 
covering the North Pole 
overlies the 3000m deep 
waters of the Arctic Ocean 
- so you wouldn’t want to 
fall through it! 


We have 20 minutes break and 
cram in as much food and 
drink as we can. Then another 
four hours, 20 minutes break, 
another four hours. On the way 
we deal with pressure ridges, 
lanes of open water called 
leads, numb or frozen fingers 
and toes, and ice sticking to 
our eye-lashes. Find a suitable 
campsite behind an iceblock, 
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FIDVENTURE 


set up camp, crawl in, get in 
our sleeping bags, light the 
stove, check our position, cook 
and eat dinner, chat away if we 
feel like it, write in our diaries, 
then crawl into our sleeping 
bags, close the hood above our 
heads and sleeeeeeeeeep. 
Then do it all again the next 
day, and the next, and the 
next... 


ERIC: Boys have it easy | 
guess. In our sleeping bags we 
have a pee bottle, which, after 
you fill it up, makes a good hot 
water bottle. Number two's are 
more difficult. We go outside 
and have everything prepared - 
location, zips, toilet paper - 
then do it AS FAST AS 
POSSIBLE! 


ERIC: We used skis on our 
feet or just walked in boots 
when the surface was firm, 
towing our sleds like trailers. 
Sometimes we used our sleds 
as kayaks to paddle across 
leads of water. That was scary 
but effective. 


ERIC: We averaged about 
20km a day, our best day was 
nearly 40km, our worst day, 
about 3km. 


ERIC: The hardest part was 
coping with the cold. | got 
frostbite on my fingers on Day 


19 and had to live with that for 
another 41 days before we 
reached the Pole.

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Dandruff is made up of dead skin cells, oil and sometimes dirt. 
Millions of skin cells are shed every day from all over your body, 
even from your scalp. You also have oil-making glands at the base 
of the hair follicles on your scalp. Sometimes these glands get 
aggravated and make too much oil. This can cause the skin flakes 
to clump together to form white flakes or ‘dandruff’. Everyone 
has dandruff to some degree. It can be aggravated by not washing 

enough or washing too much, by stress or by 
infections. But the main thing to know is that it 
is not contagious. 


WHY DO COWS | 
REGURGITATE THEIR FOOD? 


Cows regurgitate - or spew up and re-swallow - their food in order to 
digest it. Humans can't digest grass but cows, thanks to their four 
stomachs and their spewing trick, can. When the grass is swallowed it goes into a 
chamber (one of the four ‘stomachs’) where it is mixed with bacteria. Then it moves 
to another area where the bacteria grows rapidly, feeding on the grass. Hours later, the 
cow regurgitates the mixture, called cud, chews it for a while, and then swallows it again, 
diverting it into the third then fourth chambers. All this is so it can break down the 
proteins and carbohydrates in the grass. But most of what it ends up eating is bacteria. 


DO BIRDS WEE? 


They do and they don’t. Unlike most other animals, a bird wees 
- or urinates - through the same opening that poo - or 
faeces - comes out of. This means that things can get mixed 
up a bit. Also, bird droppings have a third component 
called urates, which is a cream-coloured waste product 
produced in the kidneys. So the white part of bird droppings 
is urates, the brown part is faeces and the liquid part is wee.
